Lee of Madisonville. 
 
 WHEREAS, the members of this General Assembly were greatly saddened to learn of 

the passing of Judith "Judy" Ann Burris Lee of Madisonville; and 

 WHEREAS, Judy Ann Burris Lee was a compassionate and faithful woman who worked 

assiduously to improve the quality of life for her family, her friends, and her community in 

numerous capacities; and 

 WHEREAS, born on November 12, 1932, in Tellico Plains, Judy Lee was the daughter of 

Lloyd Henry Burris and Margaret Estelle Pearson Burris; and 

 WHEREAS, a graduate of Tellico Plains High School, Mrs. Lee attended Hiwassee 

College before she began teaching in Tellico Plains schools; she later worked as a secretary for 

Lee Brothers Trucking, Inc.; and 

 WHEREAS, a diligent steward of the Madisonville community, Judy Lee served as the 

Monroe County Clerk and Master for thirty-eight years; she also served on the Monroe County 

Board of County Commissioners for eight years; and 

 WHEREAS, she proudly represented Madisonville and its citizens as chair of the Monroe 

County Democratic Party and the Monroe County Democratic Women, and she attended each 

Democratic National Convention from 1972 until 2012; and 

 WHEREAS, additionally, Mrs. Lee served in positions of leadership and on the boards of 

several local organizations, including the Hiwassee College Board of Trustees; the Tennessee 

chapter of the American Legion Auxiliary; the Smoky Mountain chapter of American Ex-

Prisoners of War; Madisonville Kiwanis Club; Sequoyah Trail Garden Club; and Pilot Club; and 
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 WHEREAS, committed to her faith, she was a member of First United Methodist Church 

Madisonville; and 

 WHEREAS, she was also deeply devoted to her family, and she always endeavored to 

remain true to family values of the highest order; and
